NEWARK BOY IS KILLED 


WHILE MAKING A SECOND 


TRIP AS B. 6 0. FIREMAN 


That the dangers of a railroad liL'o 


are manifold and come when least ex- 
pected was exemplified Tuesday mom- 
ing when H. S. Whitten, aged 25, wno 
was making his second trip as a fire- 
man, 
was almost instantly killed about 


7 o'clock at a point a short distance 
east of Zanesville. 


Young Whitten had secured a posi- 


tion as fireman on the Baltimore aivl 
Ohio railroad, and had been marked,-;ip 
for service on February 19, and had 
made one trip. Tuesday morning about 
3 o'clock he was called to go out on 
engine pulling east bound freight train 
No. 2S, this being his second trip. 
- The concuctor ot the train had or- 
ders to .take siding at a "B-Z" tower, 
a short distance east of 
Zanesville, 


for passenger train .No. 7. While the 
train was lying on the siding at that: 
point Mr. Whitten got down from his 
engine and was standing on the main 


track when he was struck by No. 7 and 
almost instantly killed. His mangled 
remains were taken to an undertaking 
establishment 
in 
Zanesville, where 


they -ware prepared for interment, and 
were brought to Newark on a noon 
train and taken to the home, 76 Gav 
street. 


The deceased had recently returned 


home from Boston, Mass., where he 
had been employed on an elevated rail- 
road for some time. Previous to that 
he had served four years in" the United 
States Navy. For two years he was 
stationed in Cuba, and for two more 
years on the 
battleships, 
Columbia, 


Dixie and Marietta. 


At this time it is not known when 


•tne funeral services will be held. 


The deceased-is survived by bis wid- 


ow, his parents, Mr. and M^s. George 
Whitten and two brothers, Oliver and

Colonel Roosevelt referred question- 
ers to his speeches at 'Columbus, O., 
last week, and before the Massachu- 
setts house yesterday. 


, -Colonel Roosevelt's position in ref- 


erence to the" third term was 
ex- 


plained to a number of his callers. 


."My position is perfectly simple," 


lie said. "I stated it as clearly as I 
cQuld in 1904 and reiterated it 
in 


1907. I said that I --ould not accept 
a. nomination for a third term, un- 
der any circumstances, meaning, of 
course, a third consecutive term. 


, "I could not have said less at the 
time, nor could I have said more. Of 
course, I could not then know wheth- 
er or not there would be a demand 
for me to accept a nomination 
at 


some future time. 
And, believing as 


I .do, selection of candidates for the 
presidency rests entirely with 
the 


people, I could not say that at no 
time in my life would I accept an- 
other nomination. 
. It must be clear to any reasonable 


man that the precedent which for 
bids the third 
term has 
reference 


only to a third consecutive 
term. 


It grew out of the fact that a presi- 
dent of the United States, tinder the 
present convention system of elect- 
ing delegates, can, if he knows how 
to use the machinery at his disposal, 
renoniinate himself, even though the 
majority of his party is against him. 
But after he has been out of office 
for a term, he has lost control of 
that machinery. He is in the position 
absolutely of 
any pri.vate 
citizen. 


The machinery is then in the bands 
of the man occupying the office of 
president." 


.At the outset of his speech, Col. 


Roosevelt declare-3 - 


"We of today, if we are worthy of 


endeavoring 
to 
lead 
the 
people 


aright, must be doing our part 
to 


secure social and industrial 
justice 


through genuine popular rule, 
and 
our object was 
set forth by

FARMERS URGED 


TO TEST SEED 


'AH1 members of the 
subordinate 


branches of the Ohio Corn Improve- 
ment Association are receiving circu- 
lars from Secretary D. W. Galenouse 
in which all farmers are urged to 
use the germination ' test upon their 
seed corn before planting. As proof 
that srfch attention to detail pays, 
Secretary Galehouse calls attention to 
the high quality of the corn" exhibit- 
ed at the state and county shows 
during the past winter, when, in the 
opinion of the 
experts, the 
corn 


shown was in many respects better 
than ever before. 
This, in 
Secre- 
tary Gatehouse's opinion, is the re- 
sult of more careful and more en- 
lightened selection of seed corn up- 
on the part of the farmers."1 


The object of the germination test 
is to determine the vitality of each 
ear, with a view of eliminating tlie 
low vitality ears. Each ear which has 
been selected for seed is tagged and 
numbered. A box is partially filled 
with sawdust which is covered with 
white muslin, ruled off' in squares 
of about an inch and a quarter upon 
each side. Each, square is numbered, 
tlie number in each square corres- 
ponding with a^number upon an ear. 
Three or four grains are removed 


from each ear and placed in 
the 
square having the 
number .corres- 


ponding to the number of the ear 
Over the grains is spread a cloth of 
sufficient thickness to prevent 
the 


evaporation of, the moisture in the 
sawdust. 
The latter is moistened 


each day, and the box kept in a warm. 
place. 
The ears from which 
the 


grains sprout readily are used 
as 


seed and the others are rejected . 
The object of the test is to secure 
seed 
which will grow and insure 
an even stand. 


At present, the botanical depart- 
ment of the Ohio Agricultural 
Ex- 
periment Station is making an ex- 
tensive investigation of1 the cob rot 
which last year 
damaged- the, corn 


crop to a considerable extent, and it 
is hoped that it will be possible to 
combat a recurrence of the rot iu 
the future.

ed by 200 notable* people has been 
issued by the^ International Arbitra- 
tion. League, protesting against the 
use of aerial vessels in war.

signatories'appeal'to' all governments 
to "foster an

standing which snail' preserve 
the 


world from "a rieV hideousness of 
warfare" and deprecate the sugges- 
tion that aerial -warfare, by reason 
of its horror, must frighten men from 
war, and that the art of flying v/ill 
never reach full development without 
the stimulus of war.

Planting Firmly. 


Failure in planting of trees and 


shrubs is often caused by not firming 
the plants in the ground. A 'plant or 
tree that does not have the soil prop- 
erly pressed around the roots is very 
slow to take hold and in the case of 
trees that sway in the wind it invaria- 
bly means failure if the season is at all 
unfavorable 


Dig good sized holes, twice as deejp 


and as wide as the size of the roots 
require, fill in again with sufficient soil 
that the plant may rest on it at the 
proper dspth (by a glance at the plant 
j-ou will readily see how deep tt has 
been in the ground before), then fill 
in around the roots with fine soil, firm- 
Ing with the foot or rammer as you 
proceed. When completely filled up It 
should be as firmly in the ground as if 
It had been growing for som« time.
